Themes  set  for  RHI  dinners

Instead  of  having  individual  dinners, 
the  Restaurant,  Hotel  and  Institutional 
Management  Program  (RHI)  at  PUC 
planned  a  theme  for  this  year’s  dinners.

Breast  Murillo. 

At  the  end  of  the  semester,  the  dinner 
theme  is  “Night  at  the  Oscars”  (May  3).

Logging  in  with  the  VAX  Users  Group

The  world  of  computers  is  a  scary 
place.  Populated  by  alien  terminology, 
unfamiliar  commands  and  the  occasional 
frightening  beep,  the  realm  of  VAX, 
PCs,  servers  and  so  on  offers  very  little 
for  the  amateur  computer  user.  It  offers 
even  less  for  the  complete  novice.  There 
is  support,  however,  but  not  from  the 
online  help  function.  The  VAX  Users 
group  here  on  campus  can  help. 

The  organization’s  main  goal  is  to 


“provide  a  forum  for  resolution  of  issues 
related  to  the  use  of  VAX  applications 
and  services.”  The  group,  in  existence 
since  late  1993,  addresses  key  decisions 
to  keeping  the  VAX  system  up  to  date 
with  today’s  constantly  changing  tech¬ 
nology. 

For  those  who  are  unsure,  the  term 
VAX  relates  to  the  small,  beige  termi¬ 
nals  and  keyboard  systems  located  in  the 
main  computer  lab  in  the  M-Lab. 

With  a  130-user  mailing  list,  the  user 
group  has  many  goals.  Among  its  imme¬ 
diate  tasks  that  students  look  forward  to 


are  the  acquisition  of  UNIX  workstations 
and  improvement  of  access  to  the 
Internet,  the  information  highway  that 
allows  for  mass  communication. 

“The  mission  of  the  university  is  to 
train  students  for  job  placement  and 
post-graduate  work,”  commented  Paul 
White,  secretary  for  the  VAX  user  group 
and  also  a  CUSS  (Computer  User 
Support  Services)  faculty  member. 

“The  VAX  upgrade  could  not  have 
been  performed  without  the  support  of 
faculty  and  industry,”  added  White.  “Dr. 
Maniotes  (chairman  of  the  group)  and 


many  others  on  and  off  campus  donated 
their  time  during  the  summer,  during 
lunch  hours,  or  otherwise  made  time,  to 
resolve  many  issues  involved  with  this 
project.” 

The  group’s  membership  includes 
Barrie  Burrdige,  Karen  Kavana,  Hugh 
Daubek  and  Dan  Troy,  all  of  whom 
make  up  the  Steering  Subcommittee. 

The  organization  also  acknowledges 
CUSS,  faculty  and  staff  at  Purdue 
University  West  Lafayette,  and  many 
outside  businesses  and  corporations  for 
additional  assistance  and  help.

update  on 
Ethnic  Studies! 


This  being  Black  History  Month,  it’s  an  appropriate  time  to  update 
you  on  the  status  of  our  proposed  Ethnic  Studies  program. 

As  we  have  reported  here  previously,  Professor  Gisele  Casanova 
was  appointed  last  fall  to  coordinate  development  of  an  academic 
minor  in  Ethnic  Studies. 

Additionally,  two  faculty  members  are  on  teaching  release  time  this 
semester  developing  syllabi  for  two  cornerstone  courses  in  the  curricu¬ 
lum.  H.  Rose  Adesiyan,  associate  professor  of  education,  is  busy 
preparing  “Introduction  to  Ethnic  Studies:  The  African-American.” 

Similarly,  Associate  Professor  of  Spanish  Carmen  Torres-Robles  is 
formulating  an  introductory  course  that  focuses  on  the  Hispanic 
American. 

According  to  Professor  Casanova,  plans  call  for  the  two  introduc¬ 
tory  courses  to  be  packaged  with  14  others  now  offered  within 
English,  Communication,  Spanish,  History,  Political  Science  and 
Sociology  curricula. 

Target  start:  Spring  ’96 

From  that  pool  of  courses,  pending  approval  of  the  two  intro 
classes  by  the  campus’  Curriculum  Committee  next  fall,  an  18- 
credit  hour  minor  in  Ethnic  Studies  would  be  implemented  during 
the  Spring  1996  term. 

“We’re  trying  to  work  with  various  ethnic  student  groups  to  in¬ 
crease  awareness  of  the  program  while  we’re  putting  it  together,” 
Professor  Casanova  said. 

In  conjunction  with  that  effort,  a  Student  Leadership  Develop¬ 
ment  Scholarship  is  available  to  a  student  who  would  like  to 
attend  the  National  Conference  on  Race  and  Ethnicity  in  Ameri¬ 
can  Higher  Education,  June  1-6  at  Santa  Fe,  NM. 

The  scholarship  covers  expenses  to  attend.  Details  about  how  to 
apply  for  the  scholarship  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  Professor

Why  Ethnic  Studies 1 

As  for  why  an  Ethnic  Studies  program  is  being  developed,  we 
think  it  is  appropriate  at  Purdue  Calumet  for  several  reasons. 

Perhaps  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  society  has  concern  for  ethnic 
diversity  been  so  great.  An  academic  program  in  Ethnic  Studies  is  one 
way  Purdue  Calumet  hopes  to  help  all  students  enhance  their  under¬ 
standing  of  other  cultures. 

Such  a  program  also  is  be¬ 
ing  developed  with  respect 
to  the  growing  number  of 
students  of  color  attending 
Purdue  Calumet. 

Last  fall — official  enroll¬ 
ment  statistics  are  reported 
from  the  fall  semester — though  our 
overall  enrollment  had  dropped  1 .8 
percent  from  the  previous  year,  the 
number  of  African  American  and 
Hispanic  American  students  at  Pur¬ 
due  Calumet  increased  nearly  4 
percent  and  4  4  percent,  respectively. 

Some  1,024  African  American  students  and  994  Hispanic  Ameri¬ 
can  students  were  enrolled  here  last  fall,  comprising  22  percent  of 
the  entire  student  body.  Since  1987,  combined  enrollment  of  those 
two  ethnic  groups  has  increased  85  percent! 

What’s  more,  more  Hispanic  American  students  attend  Purdue 
Calumet  than  any  other  Indiana  campus! 

Finally,  various  students/student  organizations,  faculty  and  staff 
have  demonstrated  to  us  that  initiating  an  Ethnic  Studies  program 
is  in  the  best  interest  of  Purdue  Calumet  and  the  publics  we  serve.
